Reasons for Allowance 

1. Applicants' amendments and remarks dated 10 December 2010 have been entered and 
considered and are found persuasive. Claim 22 has been amended without introducing new 
subject matter, and claims 1-21 have been cancelled. Claim 22 is allowed for the reasons 
indicated herein. No outstanding objections or rejections remain. 

2. Claim 22 (renumbered 1) is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the limitations of "discriminating 
whether a human subject of discrimination is male or female, which gender identification method 
comprises: obtaining infrared face image data on the subject using an image signal from a 
television camera; sampling the cheek region and jaw region temperatures of the subject based 
on the infrared face image data; calculating the averages of the temperatures; calculating cheek 
data/jaw data and a cheek emphasized variance value; mapping the cheek data/jaw data and 
cheek emphasized variance value on an XY plane; conducting first gender discrimination; 
conducting second gender discrimination using the cheek data/jaw data and third gender 
discrimination using the cheek emphasized variance value; and conducting gender identification 
of the subject in accordance with agreement between two or more of the first to third gender 
discrimination results" as recited in claim 22.
